Draper will have to vote for it himself 
iu order to carry the measure, and a 
now law imposes a heavy fine oil mem- 
bers of boards of education who vote 
for themselves, or a relative, for any 
office having a salary. That will pre- 
vent Mr. Draper voting for himslf, so 
that he would lack one vote of a ma- 
jority, provided ho cannot make' terms 
with the six anti-Tickers men.

Rhodes, ono of tho Seventh ward mem- 
bers, was the choice of the caucus of 
eight for truant oflicer. No one doubts 
that ho would prove an efficient officer, 
but his sou cannot vtite for him at a 
salary, (and of course lie don't want it 
without proper pay) so that he, too, 
would lack one vote of enough to elect, 
unless his sou can make terms with the 
six anti-Tickers members. 


Then there is Theodore Doty, of the 


Sixth 
ward. 
Naturally, it would 


please him to have his son-in-law, Prof. 
Hudson, elected as a High School 
teacher. And no doubt ho woivld be an 
efficient 
instructor. 
But Mr. Doty 


cannot vote for a relative, for-an office 
with a salary attached, so that Prof. 
Hudson will be one vote shy, unless 
Mr. Doty can make terms with the six 
anti-Tickers men. 


Frank Lynn, of the First, ward, has 


two sisters who are teachers iu the 
public schools. They give excellent 
satisfaction, and no one can blame Mr.

not vote forr her, and without his vote 
she would not have a majority unless 
the six anti-Tickers mon are won over. 


Messrs. Pixley, Banuon and Mitchell, 


we believe, have no relatives ou the 
roster of teahcci's, so that they are not 
so directly connected with the peculiar 
situation, but their votes are uot suffi- 
cient to lift their fellow members over 
the little difficulties that

them, and, plainly and briefly, the six 
anti-Tickers members hold the only 
key to an amicable adjustment of the 
troubles, 


It is plain to be seen that if Mr.
